A detailed discussion was held and a 
study made of the written test results sub- 
mitted to the Board by the Michigan Mun- 
icipal League following tabulation of tests 
given to 18 applicants for the position of 
Chief of Police for the City of Lansing. 


Thereafter a discussion of the service 
records of the applicants was held and 


the number of eligible men was decided to 
be four. 


A secret written ballot was taken which 
resulted in unanimous choice of Derold 
Wayne Husby as Chief of Police for the 
City of Lansing following the resignation 
of Chief Charles Stragier. 


A roll call of the eight members of the 


Board confirmed the unanimous vote for 
Mr. Husby.

The total number of votes cast for Prop- 
position No. 1 “Shall the Lansing City 
Council be authorized to sell land totalling 
approximately 7 acres located in West Side 
Park, Hunter Park, Stabler Park, Mifflin 
Street Park, South Francis Street Park and 
Regent Street Park to the State of Michi- 
gan for a price of $288,150.00 and convey- 
ance to the City of approximately 166.375 
acres of other land?’ was 9,518 votes of 
which: 


6,757 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition. 


2,761 votes were cast against the proposi- 
tion.

Proposition No.1 (Sale of Property) hav- 
ing received the sufficient number of votes 
was passed. 


PROPOSITION NO. 2 
(AMENDING CITY CHARTER) 


The total number of votes cast for Prop- 
osition No. 2 “Shall the charter of the 
City of Lansing be amended by amending 
Sub-section (b) of Section 7.9 of the City 
Charter” which reads as follows: 


“Shall Section 7.9 (b) of the Lansing 
City Charter be amended to provide 
that on and after July 1, 1967, the 
division of Personnel shall have the 
status of a separate department, known 
as the Department of Personnel, and to 
modernize the language thereof?” 


was 9,387 votes of which: 


5,272 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition. 


4,115 votes were cast against the propo- 
sition, 


Proposition No. 2 (Amending City Char- 
ter) having received the sufficient number 
of votes was passed. 


PROPOSITION NO. 3 
(AMENDING CITY CHARTER) 


The total number of votes cast for Prop- 
osition No. 3 ‘Shall the charter of the 
City of Lansing be amended by amending 
Section 7.15 and 7.16 of the City Charter” 
which reads as follows: 


‘Shall Section 7.15 and 7.16 of the 
Lansing City Charter be amended to 
provide that the Department of Public 
Safety (Police Department) be separ- 
ated from the Fire Department and a 
new Fire Department be created, both 
said departments to be administered by 
separate eight member boards ?’’ 


was 9,760 votes of which: 


6,199 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition. 


3,561 votes were cast against the propo- 
sition. 


Proposition No. 3 (Amending City Char- 


ter) having received the sufficient numebr 
of votes was passed. 


PROPOSITION NO. 4 
(AMENDING CITY CHARTER) 


The total number of votes cast for Prop- 
osition No. 4 “Shall the charter of the 
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City of Lansing be amended by amending 
Section 7.21 of the City Charter’? which 
reads as follows: 


“Shall the Lansing City Charter be 
amended by adding a new sub-section to 
Section 7.21 thereof, providing for the 
creation of a separate Parking Depart- 
ment to be headed by a Parking Direc- 
tor and for the transfer thereto of the 
responsibilities and duties of the Traffic 
Department with respect to parking?” 


was 9,682 of which: 


4,660 votes were cast in favor of the 
position. 


5,022 votes were cast against the propo- 
sition. 


Proposition No. 4 (Amending City Char- 
ter) having not received sufficient votes was 
defeated. 


PROPOSITION NO. 5 
(AMENDING CITY CHARTER) 


The total number of votes cast for Prop- 
osition No. 5 “Shall the charter of the 
City of Lansing be amended by amending 
Section 12.9 of the City Charter’ which 
reads as follows: 


“Shall Section 12.9 of the Lansing 
City Charter, which requires a $10,000- 
.00 bond of each Municipal Judge, be 
amended to permit the requirement to 
be met by including the Municipal 
Judges within the coverage of a blanket 
corporate surety bond provided for by 
Section 4.8 of the Charter?” 


was 9,687 votes of which: 


5,860 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition. 


4,277 votes were cast against the propo- 
osition. 


Proposition No. 5 (Amending City Char- 
ter) having received the sufficient number 
of votes was passed. 


PROPOSITION NO. 6 
(STREET IMPROVEMENT BONDS) 


The total number of votes cast for Prop- 
osition No. 6 ‘Shall the City of Lansing 
issue $4,325,000.00 of general obligation 
Street Improvement Bonds for laying out, 
eonstructing and improving new and exist- 
ing streets, grade separations and bridges 
eonstituting a part of the street system, 
and for acquiring lands and rights-of-way 
therefor, all as prescribed in a certain res- 
olution of the Lansing City Council of 
December 21, 19667 was 9,236 votes of 
which: 
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5,084 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition. 


4,202 votes were cast against the propo- 
sition. 


Proposition No. 6 (Street Improvement 
Bonds) having not received sufficient votes 
was defeated. 


PROPOSITION NO. 7 
(STORM SEWER AND DRAIN BONDS) 


The total number of votes cast for Prop- 
osition No. 7 ‘Shall the City of Lan- 
sing issue $3,720,000.00 of general obliga- 
tion Storm Sewer and Drain Bonds for 
adding to, extending, replacing and improv- 
ing existing storm sewers and drains, and 
to construct new storm sewers and drains, 
and to acquire lands and _ rights-of-way 
therefore all within the City of Lansing, 
all as prescribed in a certain resolution 
of the Lansing City Council of December 
21, 1966?’ was 9,191 votes of which: 


4,971 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition. 


4,220 votes were cast against the propo- 
sition. 


Proposition No. 7 (Storm Sewer and 
Drain Bonds) having not received suffici- 
ent votes was defeated. 


PROPOSITION NO. 8 


(PARK AND RECREATION CENTER 
BONDS) 


The total number of votes cast for Prop- 
osition No. 8 “Shall the City of Lansing 
issue $960,000.00 of general obligation Park 
and Recreation Center Bonds for acquiring 
and improving certain park and recreation 
lands and to construct, furnish and equip 
community recreation centers on certain 
park and recreation lands, all within the 
City of Lansing, all as prescribed in a 
certain resolution of the Lansing City Coun- 
cil dated December 21, 19667 was 9,193 
votes of which: 


4,596 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition 


4,597 votes were cast against the propo- 
sition. 


Proposition No. 8 having not received 
sufficient votes was defeated. 


PROPOSITION NO. 9 


(PUBLIC SERVICE AND SAFETY 
BUILDINGS BONDS) 


The total number of votes cast for Prop- 
osition No. 9 “Shall the City of Lansing 
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issue $995,000.00 of general obligation Pub- 
lic Service and Safety Building Bonds to 
construct, improve, furnish and equip two 
city garages and a fire station within the 
City of Lansing, and to acquire land there- 
for, all as prescribed in a certain resolu- 
tion of the Lansing City Council dated 
December 21, 1966?’ was 9,005 votes of 
which: 


4,486 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition. 


4,569 votes were cast against the propo- 
sition. 


Proposition No. 9 (Public Service and 
Safety Buildings Bonds) having not re- 
ceived sufficient votes was defeated. 


The meeting adjourned at 1:15 o’clock 
P.M.

Gilbert Salazer applied for permission to 
write the electrical Journeyman’s examina- 
tion. 


The Board found that he lacks experience 
and requested that Mr. Salazer reapply in 
one year. 


Motion made by Mr. Baker that future 
applications for Journeyman or Master 
Journeyman license shall be signed by both 
the Chairman and the Secretary. Seconded 
by Mr. Lutz and passed. 


Leroy Davis applied for permission to 
write the electrical Journeyman’s examina- 


tion. He provided proof of proper experi- 
ence and permission was granted. Examin- 
ation was started in another room under 
the supervision of Mr. Hoover. 


Anthony DeFillippis of Demmer Engi- 
neering Company applied for an I,M.J. 
license. He produced proof of qualifications 
and was found satisfactory by examination. 


Motion was made by Mr. Baker and 
seconded by Mr. Lutz that the license be 
granted. Motion passed. 


The interum amendments to the 1965 
Code were read and discussed. 


The need for new examination questions 
was brought up by Inspector Dwyer. 


The Chairman requested each member to 
bring five or more such questions to the 
next meeting. New examinations will be 
compiled from these questions. 


Motion made to adjourn was passed at 
9:30 P.M.

have agreed to a partial barricade being 
erected at the end of 7th Avenue to pro- 
tect the traveling public and have further 
agreed to reroute approximately two thirds 
of their trucks onto N. East Street. A 
reasonable trial period should be given to 
these changes prior to recommending any 
further changes.

Russell that the report of the Committee 
be accepted. 


Carried. 


Mr. Russell reported on the current 
status of the various Urban Renewal 
projects. 
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Mr. Backus to write to Urban Renewal 
Board regarding sewer plans for rede- 
velopment areas. 


Committee on Personnel to whom was 
referred the vacancy in the classified posi- 
tion of Civil Engineer IX (Design Engi- 
neer), reported that the position is vital 
and necessary for the operation of the de- 
partment and that the Director of Public 
Service take the necessary action to fill 
this position as soon as possible. 


Motion by Mr. Hack supported by Mrs. 
Borgman that the report of the Committee 
be approved. 


Carried. 


Director reported on I-496 detours, Clean- 
up Week, Parking Ramp progress, 1967-68 
budget, sidewalk repair, curb and gutter 
contract to be let in June, black top con- 
struction program and equipment rentals.

as equalized, of all property in said school 
district for a period of three (3) years, 
1967, 1968 and 1969, for building and site 
purposes ?”” was 16,216 of which: 


7,844 votes were cast in favor of the pro- 
position 


8,372 votes were cast against the proposi- 
tion 


Whereas Proposition No. 2 having not 
received sufficient votes was defeated. 


PROPOSITION NO. 3 
BONDING PROPOSITION 


The whole number of votes cast for Pro- 
position No. 3—‘‘Shall Lansing School Dis- 
trict, Ingham, Eaton and Clinton Counties, 
Michigan borrow the sum of not to exceed 
Fourteen Million Dollars ($14,000,000) and 
issue its bonds therefor, for the purpose of 
erecting, furnishing and equipping an addi- 
tional senior high school building and an 
additional junior high school building; 
remodeling Eastern High School Building 
and erecting, furnishing and equipping an 
addition thereto; erecting, furnishing and 
equipping an addition to Rich Junior High 
School Building; erecting, furnishing and 
equipping an addition to Otto Junior High 
School Building; remodeling existing 
school buildings; and developing and im- 
proving sites?’”? was 15,451 of which: 
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7,898 votes were cast in favor of the pro- 
position. 


7,553 votes were cast against the proposi- 
tion 


Whereas, Proposition No. 8 having re- 
ceived the sufficient number of votes was 
passed. 


PROPOSITION NO. 4 
(AMENDING CITY CHARTER) 


The total number of votes cast for Pro- 
position No. 4 “Shall Section 4.3 (b) of 
Chapter 4 of the Charter of the City of 
Lansing, dealing with the eligibility for 
appointment to an office or employment, 
for which compensation is paid by the 
city, of one who holds or has formerly held 
an elective city office, be amended to per- 
mit such a person to be eligible for such 
office or employment after the expiration 
of the term for which he was elected or 
appointed ” was 14,460 votes of which: 


6,979 votes were cast in favor of the pro- 
position 


7,481 votes were cast against the proposi- 
tion 


Proposition No. 4 (Amending City Char- 
ter) having not received sufficient number 
of votes was defeated. 


PROPOSITION NO. 5 
(AMENDING CITY CHARTER) 


The total number of votes cast for Pro- 
position No. 5 “Shall Section 14.3 (d). (2) 
of the City Charter, permitting the City to 
lease property for a term not exceeding 
thirty years without an approving popular 
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vote and permitting the City to sell such 
property without such vote if it has an 
assessed value of less than $5,000.00 or is 
so appraised by the Assessor in the ab- 
sence of such assessed value, be amended 
to permit such leases to be made as afore- 
said for a term not exceeding fifty years, 
and to permit such sales without such vote 
if the property is so appraised at less than 
$20,000.00 by the Assessor?’ was 14,470 
votes of which: 


6,419 votes were cast in favor of the pro- 
position. 


8,051 votes were cast against the proposi- 
tion 


Proposition No. 5 (Amending City Char- 
ter) having not received sufficient votes 
was defeated.
